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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 

Claims 12 and 14 are amended. Claims 21-28 are added. 



Election/Restrictions 
Originally presented base claim 1 is in condition for allowance. All species 
readable thereon are rejoined. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 3-28 are allowed. 



As to claims 1 and 21 , relevant prior art of record, alone or in combination, did 
not disclose the optical waveguide fiber as claimed comprising an alpha less than 4, a 
dispersion at 1550 nm of between about 4 ps/nm/km and 8 ps/nm/km, and a dispersion 
slope of less than 0.025 ps/nm2/km at every wavelength between about 1525 nm and 
1650 nm. 

The closest reference is Mukasa USPAT 6,724,966 B2 provided by Applicant. 



Mukasa discloses a number of embodiments of an optical waveguide fiber. The 
embodiments of Mukasa comprise a central core region surrounded by an outer 
cladding region and futher comprise one or more of: a central core region having an 
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alpha less than 4, the fiber having a dispersion at a wavelength of about 1550 nm of 
between about 4 ps/nm/km and about 8 ps/nm/km, and a dispersion slope of less than 
0.025 pS/nm.sup.2/km. 

However, Applicant's arguments on pages 9 and 1 0 of the reply filed 21 February 
2006 are persuasive. Mukasa does not explicitly disclose the above combination of 
limitations in a single embodiment, and Mukasa does not provide a motivation to 
combine all the specific limitations. 

References cited but not applied are relevant to the instant Application, but no 
reference was found with proper motivation to combine that would result in the specific 
combination of limitations as claimed. 

As to claims 3-20, they are directly or indirectly dependent upon claim 1 with 
allowable subject matter above.
